Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on December 26, 2006 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowable. The restriction requirement between the species, as set forth 

in the Office action mailed on August 4, 2004, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability 

of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a).

respectively. 

Claims 2-12, 14-26, 28-39, 41-47, 49-57, and 104-106 are also allowed as being directly 
or indirectly dependent of the allowed independent base calim.
